General Longstreet ou Tarkey. 

New York, June 18—I met General 
Longstreet, the pew marshal of Georgia, a 
few minutes last night. He has a quiet, 
delightful address, modest but intelligent, 
and has always been the most satisfactory 
general I have found in giving information. 
He said he had been six months in Turkey, 
and was well pleased, but there was no 
present future for the country, ‘‘They have 
a good soil,”’ he said, ‘‘and the best position 
in Europe; but they will not allow railroads 
to be built to Constantinople. If they 
would only do that, it would grow to be one 
of the great cities of the world. The gov- 
ernment is withour ctv bead, and conse- 
quently there is nounity or thought of 
purpose. You see a docile yet brave peapie, 
faithful in their engagements, with high 
spirit, desireus to be led in peace, and yet 
no leader. 

. 1 asked the general if there was noskep- 
ticism in Turkey, which would lead to a 
movement as opposed to religious supersti- 
tion and the entanglement of the govern- 
ment with dogmas. “Well,” said he, 
“among the true Turks there is not much 
of the spirit of inquiry or of doubt, and the 
ignorance of their public opinion hardly 
tolerates a reformer and inuovator, or, as 
you have put it, an infidel. They have 
a notion that the Turks will have revealed 
to them some way out of _ their 
misfortunes, and take everything philo- 
sophically. The soii of Turkey is not worn 
out, but 1s replenished from the mountains. 
The heat is not as bad as in our southern 
siates, Constantinople being on the latitude 
of New York city. Their com- 
bined water and overland fa- 
cilies, provided any use were made 
of them, are wonderful tosee. They com- 
mand the Biack sea and its great rivers, 
with a country about it more remarkable 
than about our great lakes, and they might 
be at once the Chicago und New York of 
Europe.” 

*Hasno nation the capacity to get into 
Turkey and instruct the Turkson these 
advantages, generally?” 

“No; all Europe is pretty dull in the way 
of energizing a stolid people. The Frencn ‘ 
have more facility than any other westerp 
power to accommodate theinselves to the 
Turks, but their mercantile energy is not 
what it once was. The [talians at one time 
were the mercantile spirits of Turkey. I 
think yankees cou!d do that,’ said General 
Longstreet. ‘“‘The yankee moves things 
quicker than any other kind of man. They 
would get to work and do something, 
and that would be the best model for 
the Turks. When I left Constanti- 
nople there were seyeral rival parties 
working for raiiroad concessions. and it was 
thought by one party that they had a pretty 
sure prospect of getting one.”’

“It stands as the standard nation of the 
world. - Every state in Europe concedes it. 
The English, who never admit themselves 
to have a superior, often say now that the 
Americans bave got the turn on the world.’’

Hamilton Disston, of this city, yesterday 
closed a contract which makes him the 
largest land-owner in the world, He has 


purchased from the state of Florida 4,000, 

000 acres of land, the largest tract ever 
bougnt by a private individual in the his- 
tory of ths world. 

This huge transaction ha: been in nezo 

tiation for some months, and his succ:ss 
was owing to some very shrewd tac 

tics on the part of ihe agents of Mr. 
Disston. The land acquired—a_ iract 
nearly as large as the state of New Jer- 
sey—was a part of the public domain 
of the state of Florida and under control of 
the board of internal improvement of the 
state. Owing to the recent improved value 
of tne land of Florida this property has 
been anxiously looked after by capitalists 
of New York ard Boston. For years 
through agents, these gentlemen have en- 
deavored to purchase the land. The 
staie had no disposition to sell until 
recently, when it me “necessary to do 
so to relieve the state from certain obli- 
gations which had become burdensome. 
When these facts became known there was 
renewed efforts on the partof the New 
York people, who were backed by a well- 
known German banking house of that city 
aud asyndicate from London, h by 
ex United States Minister to Belgium San- 
ford, aud the Boston capitalists to buy the 
lanc, Meantime, Mr. Disston§fhas become 
well acqusinted with the value of the land 

througa his already large interests in the 
state from his connection wih the Ever- 
glades scheme. He entered the field and 
set to work. with energy, keeping in the 
background, as he usually does in his large 
projects. He put to work agents in Boston, 
Philadelphia, New York and Tallahassee in 
whom he had full confidence, and suggested 
the plans which have been so successful. 
The other parties lett no stone unturned to 
get possession of the property, but they were 
outgeneraled at every point by Mr. Disston’s 
lieutenants, The fight was a most interest- 
ing one, as many as four agents of the New 
York syndicate being kept in Florida, New 
York and this city. During the recent 
visit of Governer Bloxhain to Philadelphia 
the details of the purchase were ar- 
ranged, the governor having full power 
to act for the board of internal im- 
provement, of which he is president. But 
still the unsuccessful parties were unwilling 
to give up the prize and during the present 
week used strenuous efforts to defeat Mr. 
Disston, visiting Tallahassee with a very 
large sum of money for that purpose. The 
contract, however, has been fully executed 
and the young Philadelphia manufacturer 
is now the possessor of the largest landed 
domain in the world. The tract is situated 
north of Lake Okeechobee and is nearly all 
below the frost line. 

The amount paid for the land has not 
been made public, but it is understood to 
in cash. It is Mr. 
Disston’s intention to at once begin an 
emigration scheme which will result in a 
very large addition to the population of 
Florida. To this end he bas; already es- 
tablished agencies in several places in this 
country and will at once organize emigra- 
tion bureaus in England, Scotland, France, 
Germany, Holland and Italy. Competent 
agents will be stationed in the proper cities 
in these countries to induce emigration 
and will convey the emigrants direct to 
Florida in steamers chartered for the pur- 
pose. A broad and liberal policy will be 
pursued, the object being to populate the 
country as soon as possibile, and unusual 
ooportunities will be afforded settlers and 
emigrants, The lands in question are yery 
rich, baving been selected from ameng the 
most valuable in the state. Rice, sugar, 
jute, indigo, cotton, tobacco, and all tropi- 
cal and semi-tropical fraits can be raised 
on them with very little expense and in 


preat profusion. 


Mr. Disston was seen by a press reporter 
last evenin «, but he declined to talk ou the 
-ubjee: of the purchase of the Florida lands 
at tais time further than to say that he had 
bought 4,000,000 acres of land in that state, 
and that some of his friends would no 
doubt join him in the enterprise.
